Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-16 are objected to because of tine following informalities: the are not in 
proper US format, and also have multiple dependencies. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 07/30/07 and 03/29/06 
have been considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by JP 
2004-21 0393 -English version is USPN 2008/0042414 A1 issued to Nagaoka (date 
being relied upon is that of JP 2004-210393 07/16/04). 

5. Nagaoka discloses a hollow weave fabric for an airbag in which the periphery of 
a double-layer hollow weave portion is formed with a seam zone, wherein the warp yarn 
and the weft yarn forming the base fabric are each a poly (hexamethylene adipamide) 
fiber having a total size of 150 to 500 dtex [0034], the double-layer hollow weave portion 
has a fabric weight of 120 to 350 g/m2 on one side, and the fabric shows a logarithmic 
decrement of 0.01 to 0.10. [Abstract, 0015]. 
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6. With regard to tlie coating, it is silicone or an organopolysiloxane and is found in 
the coating weights of 3 to 30 g/m2 see paragraphs 0018-0025, 0064+. 

7. With regard to the single filament size see 0056-0058 where it can be from 0.5 to 
5.0 dtex. 

8. With regard to the seam zone and reversible weave pattern see 0060+ and 
worl<ing examples.
